— 2d  Lieutenant  James  Collier,  company  D,  44th  Regiment  Indiana  Volun- 
teer Infantry, 

on  the  following  charges  and  specifications: 
Charge  1. 
Drunkenness. 
Specification.— In  this;  that  the  said  2d  Lieutenant  James  Collier,  did,  on  or 
about  the  14th  day  of  June,  1863,  become  beastly  intoxicated. 

Charge  2. 
Conduct  unbecoming  an   Officer  and  a   Gentleman. 
Specification  1.— -In  this;   that  the  said  James  Collier,  2d  Lieutenant,  company 
D,  44th  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  did,  on  or  about  the 
2d  day  of  July,  1863,  in  the  presence  of  the  men  of  his  company, 
address  the  following  language   to  his   superior  officer,  Lieutenant 
George  W.  Shell,  "You  are  a  damned  liar,  and  you  dare   not  take 
it  up.     I  can  tramp  the  guts  out  of  you  in  two  minutes." 
^Specification  2.— In  this  ;  that  the  said  2d  Lieutenant  James  Collier,  company 
D,  44th  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  did,  on  or  about  the 
13th  day  of  July,  1863,  in  the  presence  of  officers  of  the  regiment, 
address  the  following  language  to  his  superior  officer,  Lieutenant 
George  W.   Shell,  "You  lie,  damn  you,  and  you  dare  not  take  it 
up.     I  can  tramp  the  guts  out  of  you." 

Charge  3. 
Violation  of  the  bth  Article  of  Wars 
Specification.. — In  this;  that  the  said  2d  Lieutenant  James  Collier,  company 
D,  44th  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  has  repeatedly 
within  the  last  three  months  made  use  of  such  language  as  the  fol- 
lowing, when  speaking  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  "  He 
is  a  damned  old  traitor.  He  is  not  fit  for  a  Supervisor,"  etc,,  etc. 
This  in  the  presence  of  the  men  of  the  company  and  regiment.    ;•">■

there  remain  until  arrested    and  brought  back  to   his  regiment, 
July  16th,  1863.

Lamb,  company  I.  44th   Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  that  he  be  re- 
duced to  the  ranks  and  forfeit  all  his  pay  and  allowances  due  him  from  the  Uni'ed 
States  from  the  2bth  day  of  June,  1862;  to  the  lUh  day  of  July,  1863  ;  that  he

be  confined  in  some  military  prison  to  be  designated  by  the  Major  General  Com- 
manding the  Department,  with  ball  and  chain  for  six  (6)  months,  and  that  he 
forfeit  all  his  pay  for  that  time. 

II,  In  the  case  of  2d  Lieutenant  James  Collier,  44th  Regiment  Indiana  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  the  General  Commanding  approves  the  findings  and  sentence 
of  the  Court,  Lieutenant  Collier  ceases  to  be  an  officer  in  the  military  service 
of  the  United  States  from  this  date. 

III.  In  the  case  of  Ambrose  C.  Lamb,  Corporal  44th  Regiment  Indiana  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  the  findings  and  sentence  of  the  Court  are  approved  ;  he  will 
be  sent  to  Nashville,  Tenn.,  with  a  copy  of  these   orders,  to  the  Commanding 

Officer  of  the  Post,  who  will  see  the  sentence  carried  into  effect.
